PANAMA, Dec. 17.—The long ex 
pected Chilian advance on Lima is at 
last an actuality of November 
19. 
feighteen vessels, all war vessels and 
armed transports except four sailing 
vessels, which were towed, appeared 
off Pisco. 
Angamo and two other 
vessels steamed into the liarbor, the 
former approaching the mole aa close- 
ly as possible and sent an officer 
ashore, who demanded tiie surrender 
of the place and was r e f u ^ . 
Fire 
was at once opened from the ships 
and retured by the Peruvian force on 
shore. This force was only 1,200 men, 
commanded 
by 
Colonel 
Zamadi. 
Landing at Pisco was resisted so hotly 
that most of the Chilians landed at 
Paracao, about ten miles off, and im- 
mediately 
marched 
on 
Pis- 
co 
almost 
surrounding 
Zem- 
adis 
small 
force. 
That 
officer, 
hopeless of further defence without 
the sacrifice of his entire force, retir- 
ed, after blowing up the shore section 
of the wharf and destroying 
other 
property to prevent them falling into 
the Chilian's 
hands. 
The 
rolling 
stock of the Pisco railroad was burn- 
ed, a severe loss to the English bond- 
holders. 
The Peruvian loss in the 
tight 
is placed at 150 men and th^ 
Chilian loss will be thrice that num- 
ber. 


The Chilian force landed consisted 
of the second and fourth, of 
1,200 
men each. The Coquimbo, Talca, 
Colchagua, 
Chaluca and 
Atacama 
regiments, of 1,200 men each, the 
naval brigade of 000 men and 800 
artillery and cavalry, making in all 
10,000 men. 
The tranports 
having 
landed the troops they returned to 
Arica 
for farther 
reinforcements 
which will be landed nearer Lima, 
probably at Cicero Azul and thence 
move on the capital. 
Pisco is sixteen 
miles from Lima and seventy from 
Cicero Azul. 
The force landed at 
Pisco will probably destroy all the 
towns in the Tea valley and then enter 
the Carte valley, which they will probt 
blv make their base of operations. The 
march to Lima will be resisted stey by 
step. 
To this end three divisions left 
Lima 
on 
the 
19th. 
They 
have 
with them eighty five pieces o£ artil. 
lery. 
Every post of advantage will 
be occupied and the advance harrassed 
and opposed to the utmost. 
The road 
the invaders have to traverse is par- 
ticularly unfavorable for such pur- 
pose, abounding in ravines and passes 
easily defensible by resolute soldiers, 
and affording almost certainly numer- 
ous opportunities for administering 
checks to the invaders. 
The force 
lately landed has not yet begun its 
advance, though a battalion of Chilian 
cavalry was reported on the road, 
eighteen miles from Pisco. 
The port 
of Ancon has been open for severa 
weeks, and many of them are availing 
themselves of this opportunity and 
leaTing Lima. Five thousand tons of 
freight are awaiting shipment. 
The 
Pacific Steam Navigation company's 
steamers are running extra trips to 
Chimbóle to carry away ^ e 
extra- 
ordinary traffic there offering befope 
the Chilians resume the blockade.
